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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
the claims are not written in sentence form. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 in the "developing" step, recite "solve" which is not 
clear what the meaning is. 

Claims 1 and 2 in the "growing" step, it is not clear when the claim 
recites "without photoresist" since the next step recites removing the 
photoresist. Also, see specification and figures that recite removal of 
photoresist after oxidation. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country 
or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application 
for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sagawa (JP 61199666). 

Sagawa teaches forming an epitaxial layer that is then etched using a 
photoresist mask. An oxide film is then grown and a metal electrode 
formed. See abstract and figure 3. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis 
for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hebert (US Patent 5,684,319). 

Hebert teaches a process of forming a DMOS device structure in 
column 3, line 45 to column 4, line 21; Figures 3A-30 and column 6, line 66 
to column 9, line 56. 

Hebert teaches that an epitaxial layer is formed on a substrate. An 
oxide layer is formed followed by photoresist masking and etching of the 
layers. The photoresist is removed and a doped polysilicon layer is formed. 
Multiple masking (up to six masks) is taught in columns 7 and 10. Metal 
deposition is taught in column 9, lines 44-56. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to have formed a semiconductor device as recited in the claims because 
Hebert teaches a process of forming such a device. The steps of Hebert are 
not in the order as recited in the claims but the claim language has provided 
no ordering of these steps.
